day last, found the .Journal staff 
Seated On a high fence in the vicinity 
of 42th Street and the East Hivor.

began to sadden as the hands of the 
Watch passed that time. But they 
were determined to witness this great 
event or die on the spot. They wait- 
ed and waited, and at thirteen 
minutes past eleven the grand sight — 
such as never before seen. — a quarter 
of a mile of water was sont up in the 
air about one hundred and fifty feet 
and ciime down slowly. It then 
changed into a yellow hue, and it was 
about ten minutes before I It'll Gate 
was cleared of the smoke. The ex- 
plosion had an effect upon the water 
for miles around that made one think 
he was on the ocean. But we are not 
going tO describe particularly this 
grand explosion. Wo refer to- the 
deal mutes present, on the occasion, 
and those who felt the shock. When 

the little eleven-year-old daughter of 

General Newton tOUOhed the button 

which gave to commerce and na- 
vigation a safe and deep place for ves 
sols, steamers, elc. there was beside 
.' of lie •biCHX.vi, stall'. We had 
been talking with him half a minute 
ago, bul after this when we turned to 
him to say "how beautiful" and 
" what a grand sight,'' there was no 
thing of him lefl but his heeds, and a 
moment later he was head foremost 

reaching the ground. This is not, the 
only incident. We also beard of a 
Chinaman, who was thrown into the 
water, and of another who was 
thrown in and bounce <1 lauds upon the 
dock at the instant of the explosion 

Down tOWD, near Prince Street, wo 
interviewed a deaf mule. He said 
I he vibrations were similar to those 
earthquake, and further down 
al Hi" Battery, we were met the same 
remark. Over in Brooklyn it was 
fell SB well as up on Washing! on 
Heights and Morrisania.

The readers of tho Journal have 
already seen an account of the 
twentieth anniversary of the Olerc 
Literary Association, on September 
2'2d, hut, aside from that, most of 
them know little or nothing about 
the history of the Association, to 
which great interest naturally at- 
taches on such an occasion. In tho 
oration of Prof. T. J. Trist, delivered 
by him at tho anniversary, the history 
of the 0. L. A. is vividjy portrayed. 
We doom it worth pvfnlishing, and, 
therefore, send it to tho Jouknai. to- 
gether with a few more notes of 
interest. 

ORATION. 

" Mr. President, Ladies ani> Gen- 
tlemen — " As one of the original and 
oldest, surviving members of tho 
Olerc Literary Association, it has be- 
come my privilege to take a special 
part in these exercises commemora- 
tive of the twentieth anniversary of 
its organization. This honor, I most 
reluctantly accepted, still doubtiDg 
my ability to do justice to this oc- 
casion. ' 

" This day rounds off a full soore 
of years since our Association entered 
into existence. Seeoml in age to 
only one other — the Manhattan Lit- 
erary A.ssooiati<rj u ,of j^yw York — it 
may now be oonsioored as the richest 
literary society in the Union. Jts 
long existence and much of its pros- 
perity are duo not only to the foster- 
ing care of the Philadelphia Deaf 
Mute Mission, but also to the warm 
and friendly euoourageroont, and the 
helping hand extended by the BBCCet 
sive honored principals of the Jnsti 
tution, Messrs. Button, Paster ami 
Crouter, and tho teachers and other 

officers, 

" As au evidence of Mr. Croufer's 
cordial friendliness for our Associa- 
tion, we havo been gratified in our 
natural wish that this anniversary 
should be celebrated within the walls 
of tins Institution, tho Alma Muter of 
nearly all our members. 

"Previous to Ihe organisation of 
the Association, tKeTB had been n i 
society of this kind in existence in 
this city, except one. This was 
known as the '„Coates Lyceum,' s'all 
ed after llie founder, Mr. Cornly 
Coatos. It was formed in 1857. and 
held meetings at the members' houses 
in turn. Unfortunately it did not 
long survive the untimely loss of this 
very worthy and promising young 
man. In about two years after its 
disbandiuent, followed tho organifa 
lion, under tho auspices of tin* 
Philadelphia Deaf Mute Mission, then 
oonnected with Calvary Church, at 
Front and Margaretta Streets. This 
parish was founded as 'The Bishop 
White Monumental Church,' in honor 
of tho venerable Bishop While, tho 
friend of Washington, Franklin, and 
other Revolutionary patriots, and the 
first President of I ho Institution. 
What a remarkable coincidence ! 
The Formation of the society whs 
originally bfo tj, 

suggestion of Kvv. D.. Oallaudet, 
who has steadily befriended the 
society, and who honors us with his 
presence this evening. Some deal 
mule gentlemen met at the house of 
Mr. 0. Van Court, to consider Dr. 
Oallaudet 's suggestion. At their call, 
a public mooting was held in tho 
Sunday School room of that church, 
on Friday, September 22d, 1805. for 
the purpose of establishing n literary 
and debating society, from that 
day dates our history. Rules were 
then adopted, and the organisation 
subsequently completed with Mr. 
Joseph O. Pyatt as the first Pivsi 
dent. After remaining five years at 
Calvary Church, the Association for 
fifteen years occupied the Parish 
building of St. Stephen's Church. 
Last January, it made its second 
removal to the lecture room at the 
Church of the Covenant, on Filbert 
Street ab 

" Not very eventful, as its history 
has boon, there are still several points 
of interest and importance in the 
twenty years' records. I shall re 
count these in the order of time. 
First, tho presentation of SloQ in 
greenbacks as a Ooldcn Wedding 
Testimonial to the venerable Laurent 
Clerc and his wife, through I heir ton, 
Rev. I>r. Olerc, who w nt at 

his sick bed, and made an address, 
April, 1 Stilt Secondly, the ever 
memorable Semi Centennial Celcbra 
lion of the Institution, February 8th. 
I8T1, planned and successfully manag- 
ed by Ihe Associat ion. It was at- 
tended by several graduates from far 
and near ; on which occasion a sub- 
scription was raised to piocure and 
present to the Institution an oil por 
trait of a former principal, Mr. 
Weld. Next, it aluo started the 
Pennsylvania Clerc Memorial As 
lion, which raised over six hundred 
dollars, tho highest amount Oi 
that raised by the FsiWOod Literary 
Association of tho Now York Institvi 
tion for the monument erected to 
Laurent (Here, at Hartford, in 1874. 

The Association also presented to 

Rev. Dr. Clerc, a crayon portrait of 
bis father, which 1i«h since boon given 
by him to tho National Deaf Mute 
College at Washington, ainl is hung 
in its chapel. These two pictui-es 
were oyooutod by the distinguished 
deaf mute artist, Mr. John Oarlin, 
who was one of the earliest graduates 
of the Institution, and an Honorary 
Member of the Association. H« ftlfio 
painted for the Association Oil portraits 

(temporarily placed at tho institution 

tfe keeping) of Kev | >r. TIioh. 
Lam em 
and Mr. Joseph O. Pvalt, Ur first 
President. To this list the portraits 
of SottOD and Foster would haVe 
been added, but for the voluntary 
action of the Board of Directors, who 



preferred to procure those themselves 
Hit much credit for public spirit is diie 
to tho Association. 

_ " What in the objeef of the Associa- 
tion t It is the moral and intellectual 
improvement, and the social enjoy- 
ment of the members. By reason of 
the deaf being debarred by their mis- 
fortune from the enjoyment of various 
pleasurable and instructive en- 
tertainments, only accessible by the 
car, the formation of a society like 
ours, adapted specially to their needs, 
is necessary. Man is of a social na- 
ture | he lovos companionship aud 
sympathy. The greatest pleasure, 
and in many enterprises the highest 
success can be attained only by many 
men uniting their efforts. How many 
societies do wo see in active operation 
among our hearing friends! The 
Clerc Literary Assocation has Bhown 
its value by a long and vigorous life. 
It has afforded to the deaf-mutes of 
Philadelphia, chiefly through the 
kindness of the teachers iu the Insti- 
tution, a long succession of interest- 
ing and instructive lectures. It has 
encouraged the members to sharpen 
their wits by the friendly oonfiict of 
debates, and to improve themselves in 
both reading and in sign delivery in 
recitations. Many enjoyable social 
reunions, picnics and levees have 
fostered good fellowship and friend- 
ship. It has enjoyed tho hospitality 
of the Mission under the able manage 
ment and fatherly care of the Rev, 
Drs. Gallaudef mid Clerc and Rev. Mr. 
Syle, who arc so thoroughly identified 
with the interests of the deaf, and take 
an ever increasing and sincere interest 
in their welfare. But the Association 
has always boon entirely free and Utt- 
restrloted in its membership, and 
admission to its privileges. There is 
every reason why the deaf mutes of 
Philadelphia should heartily and' 
harmoniously support the Association. 
May its fnlure be as useful and bril

"It is remarkable that the two 
names forever dearest to tho deaf- 
mutosof America are both from " Pair 
France," and both linked with Plhla 
delphia. 

"Thomas Hopkins Gallandet was 
of French descent, and was born in 
Philadelphia, and Laurent Clerc, a na- 
tive of France, came to this Institn 

tion at a critical period of its infancy, 
and Started it on its present prosper 

ous career. 

"Both names In ,-e a double right to 
bo honored and cherished here. The 
love and respect with which wo claim 
(fond Thomas Gallaudet as our 
Apostle, have boon evinced this eve- 
ning. And the name of our Society 
beVs lasting witness to our affection- 
ate remembrance, not only of the fa- 
ther, but also of the son, Francis J. t 
Olerc, who gave some of his beet* 



years to bumble, devoting and loving 
labors here, and who, in his distant 
home, si ill cares for the spiritual wel- 
fare of the deaf yf Central Pennsyl- 
vania. 

"His love for his former nock in 
Philadelphia is not satisfied with a 
simple message of greeting. Ho has 
taken this opportunity of fulfilling a 
long cherished intention, and has en- 
1 me with the pleasing duty of 
ding the bo6ks which cover 
this table to the Clerc Literary As- 
sociation, partly for the library of tho 
Mission, but mostly for its own li- 
brary. 

"These fifty and more volumes are 
doubly valuable, because nearly all 
belonged to his honored father, I, an 
rent Clerc. To some of them, a spa 
cial interest attaches. This book in 
blue paper cover is the manna! of in- 
struction of the Abbe Sicard, aud pro 
bably was used by Mr. Clerc in his 
own work of teaching. This well- 
worn French and English dictionary 
of date 1801, cariies our thoughts to 
llie time when Sicard, Massieu and 
Clerc visited London, and mo! 
laudet, and again to the voyage to 
America, during which Clerc studied 
English so assiduously under tiallau 
dels tuition, that not long after their 
arrival people v iniahed at meet 

ing an educated deaf mute who 
could converse in not merely one, but 
in two languages. The itnpr. 
Mr. Clerc thus made. doubUeSBj 
tiibutcd greatly to the success of 
their efforts to establish schools.
